At the commencement of the eighteenth 
century nearly one hundred years before the 
| Revolution, the French soldiers bore for a 
'time the three colors; this was at the period 
! of the triple alliance between the Kings of 
1 France and Spain and the 
Elector of 


! Bavaria. 
When, the three armies were 
| being combined, they agreed to give the 
! soldiers a cockade, in which, as an emolem 
of the union of .the three people, they re- 
produced the color of each. 
Thus the 


white of France, the red of Spain, fouad 
itself fatally blended with the blue, the 
national color of Bavaria. We would not, 
however, wish to attribute to these facts, 
more casual than premeditated, the origin of 
the standard and tricolor cockade adopted 
during the Involution.

too often neglected among us busy, driving 
Americans, and yet to hear the talk of 
many of the mamma's and papa's, whose 
aim it chiefly to see that their children 
receive every essential of good education we 
might be inclined to think that here of all 
places, and in these days of refined manners 
and enlightened intellects, we should look 
and expect to find the truest, and the justest 
appreciation and tuition in good taste—but 
as, many persons seem to mistake the pro- 
duction and gratification of morbid appe- 
tences and desires for the cultivation of 


taste, and many writers appear to regard ' 
;ts cultivation as the multiplication of hu- 
man wants, without reference to the pur- 
poses accomplished tnrough the instrumen- 
tality of such wants. 


We do not wish to advance the idea that 


taste is a very simple affair, indeed, we 
think far differently; it is according to our 
ideas a very complex matter, and one 
which requires much study to be well 
understood, and consequently appreciated 
as it ihould be. 


The application of taste proves that it is 


a complex idea. It applies to ail the in- 
stiuctfl of the body and all the powers of 
the mind. These are certainly the proper 
subjects of education, aud just in proportion 
as they are cultivated or neglected will aim- 
man being be virtuous or vicious,Vhence 
the importance of a correct eulfivation of 
taste and the incalculable evils resulting 
from improper training. 


The infant comes into the world as plia- 


ble as clay in the hands of the potter, and 
it can easily be moulded either into a fu- 
ture course of virtue or vice. Remember 
the old and true maxim— 


•' Just as the twig is bent the tree's in - 


clined." The marred and bruised sapling 
may become one of the giants of the forest, 
but tie scars of its trunk and the defects of 
its branches will proclaim for ages the mal- 
treatment of its infancy, and so, also, the im- 
presflions which are mede on the delicate 
and elastic mind of a child, will tell for good 
or fox evil throughout a lifetime. Hence 
thetfue value of the education of good 
taste, without which the distinction between 
good and bad is nearly indiscernable, and 
with vthich, the mind seeks for that, and 
that only which is good.
